1. Section 3(a)(7) - Sections 5{a){5)<B) and (D) of P.L. 110 
authorize the Agency to establish first-aid stations, provide 
nursing services tinder certain conditions, and provide for periodic 
physical examinations and for the cost of inoculation*; 

or vaccinations. The implementation of these provisions by the 
Agency requires tbs procurement and use of medicine and medical 
supplies* The need for authority to negotiate for the pureimme of 
medicine is shown by cwr requirement for Salk vaccine. It vaa not 
possibls to procure the vaccine by formal advertising! rather, 
direct and personal negotiations vere required with each of the 
limited numbs? of producers.
